With the shipments of the indepcnd 
ent exchanges, which are figured at 
500 cars, the navel crop of this valley 
will have reached at least 3500 cars. 
Market conditions are in excellent 
shape and everything 
points 
to 
a 
strong closing for Hic local growers. 
Last season the citrus crop brought 
this district a total of approximately 
$3,000,000, and it has previously been 
stated that the returns this year will 
equal those of last year.

Santa Aha and Orange county 
contributing In amounts 
of 
several 
hundred dollars monthly to the govern­ 
ment war revenue tax, which went In­ 
to effect December I, 1914. 
Some idea of the amount of money 
that is paid out in Santa Ana may be 
gained from the fact that the Orange 
County Title Company has bought ap­ 
proximately $2900 worth of the revenue 
stamps Bince the first of last Decem­ 
ber. 
The title compaNles use more of the 
stamps than perhaps any other line of 
business that is being taxed. It Is esti­ 
mated that these companies in this 
county have bought about $3800 worth 
of the stamps for use since the federal 
law went Into effect. 
Banks Contribute 
No small amount of the revenue de­ 
rived by the government is contributed 
by the banks of this city ami county. A 
conservative estimate of the amount 
paid each month by the hanks for rev­ 
enue stamps places if at about $800. 
Mac O. Robbins, of O. M. Robbins & 
Son, insurance agents, estimates that 
,000 a year is being paid out on fire 
insurance itollcies in Orange county, 
ifteon hundred dollars annually is 
i Robbins’ estimate of what is being paid 
for stamps for casualty and automobile 
policies, compensation insurance and 
bonds. 
The telephone companies In the 
county are contributing a goodly share 
every month, as there Is a tax on all 
long distance messages. 
Toilet Luxuries 
Every time a person enters a drug 
store and purchases what Uncle Sam 
considers a luxury In the line of toilet 
articles, the druggist affixes a revenue 
stamp costing him a small part of a 
cent. 
Face lotions, 
hair tonics, 
talcum 
powders, soaps prejmred especially as 
aids for the complexion, and 
other 
toilet goods that are not strictly neces 
sities are taxed. 
One of the largest drug stores in 
Santa Ana has used 
up about $100 
worth of stamps since December first. 
As there are fc’ix drug stores in Santa 
Ana and sixteen in other parts of the 
county, it can readily be seen that 
Uncle Sam is deriving no little special 
revenue from the apothecaries. 
Among the documents that require 
the war stamps are deeds, notes, pow­ 
ers of attorney, proxies and certificates 
of stock.
